HEN Perry Heath, now in parts un- 
known, embarked on a journalistic 
career, chance assigned him to a little town 
in Indiana. The other reporter on the 
newspaper which employed him was a 
young man who had given up art, as ex- 
pressed in sign-painting, for the rewards of 
literature on a great local daily. His name 
was James Whitcomb Riley. Both re- 
porters covered their assignments with 
such celerity and satisfaction that their 
employer was prompted to enlarge their 
opportunities. “Bring me in advertising 
as well as news,” said he, “and I’ll pay you 
a commission.” The offer was accepted, 
and the outcome, so far as Riley was con- 
cerned, had more than a commercial 
significance. A latent talent for making 
rhymes cropped up and crystallized on the 
memorable occasion when Jacob Stein was 
slow in perceiving the advantages of 
publicity. “But I'll advertise you in 
verse,” persuaded the potential poet of 
Hoosierdom. And he did. We are assured 
on competent authority that it was Riley’s 
first appearance in print as a poet, and 
that the effusion ran: 
Yawcob Stein, 
Dot friend of mine 
Who sells dose clodings down so fine. 
While these lines may seem to some 
persons to Jack that perfection of dialect 
and sincerity of sentiment that distinguish 
Riley’s more mature work, they made a 
great hit with Mr. Stein; and we think they 
are quite as likely to endure as most poems 
written for special occasions. 


T IS pleasant to turn from the multifarious

I SPOKE last week of the 
plans of President Wilson 

for the social reorganization of 
Princeton College. ‘The full report 
in the Princeton Alumni 
Weekly of the committee of 
the trustees that considered 
Dr. Wilson’s plans de- 
scribes the present 
social status of 
Princeton as very 
much more in 
need of 
hauling than the 
outside world has 
suspected. The 
upper class clubs 
for juniors and 
seniors, in which 
R. the members take 

their meals and do their loafing, have 
multiplied, it seems, until they take care 
of about two-thirds of the members of the 
upper classes, leaving the other third 
outside isolated, unrelated to the social 
organization of the college, and very ill- 
situated to get due satisfaction and profit 
out of their college life. Moreover, we are 
told that club politics, inevitably affecting 
the lower classes, in spite of gentlemen’s 
agreements and very genuine effort to the 
contrary, destroy class unity in the lower 
classes and check, and almost prohibit, 
the natural intercourse of freshmen with 
sophomores and sophomores with juniors. 
The result, which has come gradually 
and naturally, from the working out of 
aspirations which are legitimate enough 
in themselves, is to split the whole uni- 
versity up into groups and cliques, and 
to make social preferment a matter of so 
much importance and of such anxious 









over- 


consideration to most of the students, that 
all the other objects of collegiate attention 
play second fiddle to it. 

The fraternity system, which includes 
club houses where the members eat and 
sleep, seems to do well in the smaller 
colleges, but in the fraternities it is a 
merit that they take members from all 
the classes. Fraternities were long ago 





“hire” 


forbidden at Princeton, and it has been 
the need of some social apparatus to take 
the place of them that has given her her 
present clubs. It looks as though an old 
effort to compel democracy, and give 
every man an equal chance, had resulted 
in fastening on Princeton a mechanism 
of exclusiveness which has come to be 
a little more pervasive and pernicious and 
embarrassing than that of any other 
college in sight. Clubs of some kind 
seem bound to exist in the American 
colleges, and they have their value. Ina 
big university there will be abundant 
satisfaction of one kind or another out- 
side of all of them. 





HAT may happen at Princeton is 

that the habits of the existing clubs 
will be modified, especially by elimination 
of their boarding-house feature, and that 
so abated the best of them will live on in 
harmony with the requirements of Dr. 
Wilson’s quads-and-commons plan. The 
tendency of all the college clubs now- 
adays is to acquire too much property, 
become too elaborate and engrossing, 
and overweight fellowship with fixtures. 
They all need a prophet to rise up and 
expound to them the relative unim- 
portance of things, especially in§youth, as 
compared with ideas. Things they get 
easily nowadays, and they have them 
superabundantly. ; 

It is worth adding that the Princeton 
experiment is being approached in an 
admirable spirit, without threats of fault- 
finding or intimation of harsh treatment. 
It is admitted, Dr. Wilson seems to say, 
that wehavea bad disease. Here, vaguely, 
is my plan for curing it. How does it 
strike you? 





HE first American Rhodes scholar to 

finish his course at Oxford has got 
back to California and made his report. 
His name is Crittenden. He has come 
back full of enthusiasm for the Rhodes 
plan, for the English system of education, 
for the English students at Oxford, and 
for the English generally. ‘‘The Eng- 
lish,” he says, ‘“‘are about as honest and 
sincere and straightforward fellows as 
you can meet anywhere. .. . They re- 












ceived us Rhodes scholars with a great 
deal more courtesy, even, than they show 


one another. Taking it for granted that 
we were decent sort of men, they invited 
us to join the different societies and asked 
us to visit their homes.” 

This is pleasant testimony to read. The 
great Rhodes foundation promises to be 
really helpful in creating new ties of un- 
derstanding and acquaintance between 
the Americans and the British. 

An analogous work is fostered by the 
exchange of lecturers between various 
American universities and the universities 
of Germany and France. All this is true 
peace-making work. One could wish 
that it might be supplemented by some 
device for the exportation of young Cali- 
fornians to Japan and China, and their 
maintenance in those countries for a 
long enough period to make them a little 
more familiar with folks and civilization 


in the East. 





ROFESSOR MUNSTERBERG, of 
Harvard, expounder of psychology, 
he who went to Boise to inspect Orchard, 
is quoted in the newspapers as giving 
out on his return that Orchard’s testi- 
mony was undoubtedly true. Since it 
seems hardly becoming in him to give 
to the public an expert opinion on 
Orchard’s veracity until after the jury 
had finished with the case, we guess the 
newspaper report of his opinion, if not 
an invention, was at least unauthorized. 
So far as appears, Haywood is having 
a perfectly fair trial, before a competent 
and satisfactory jury. The trial is of 
great importance. It concerns a long 
series of murders and lawless actions, the 
authors of which ought to be punished. 
But nobody hereabouts has the least de- 
sire to see Haywood or any other man, 
mine owner or labor union official, pun- 
ished for any crime of which he cannot 
be clearly proved to be guilty. In this 
part of the country, and so far as we know 
in all parts of the country, only two de- 
sires have found expression. One is that 
truth and justice shall prevail; the other 
is that Haywood shall be acquitted 
whether truth prevails or not. This latter 
desire has been organized and paraded 
in the streets of cities, but there is no 
desire counter to it; no desire to have 
Haywood convicted whether or no. 
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Colors of Passion 
IFE is a trifle slow in giving this news to his readers, as 
he gets it from the London Zoophilist. However, a trip 
across the Atlantic and back may give it additional value. 

Professor Elmer Gates, of the Laboratory of Psychology 
at Washihgton, has been experimenting upon animals with 
the volatile constituents of the breath of persons who were the 
subjects of anger, jealousy, grief, etc. ‘The Daily Mail (May 
oth) says that: 

After condensing the volatile constituents of the breath of his subjects, the 
professor obtained a brownish sediment from anger, a gray sediment from sor- 
row, and a pink sediment from remorse. Of the brownish substance the pro- 
fessor administered doses to men and animals. In every case it produced nervous 
excitability or irritability 

In his experiments with thought conditioned by jealousy, he obtained another 
substance from the breath, which he injected into the veins of a guinea-pig. 
The pig died in a very few minutes. After concluding, from his various experi- 
ments, that hate is accompanied by the greatest expenditure of vital energy,

A Point of View 
Mss MARIE CORELLI has been reprimand- 


ing her erring sisters with a good deal of se- 
verity in the pages of Harper’s Bazur. She has 
had so much fault to find with them that her scold- 
ings have lasted for weeks. 
She has stood them in corners, 
with their faces to the wall, 
and lectured them on the fool- 
ishness and the naughtiness 
of their ways. With a rod in 
one hand and a dunce-cap in 
the other, she has meted out 
discipline to all. 

Especially has Miss Corelli chidden and slapped those 
perverse women who want to play an open game in politics, 
who seek that forbidden fruit, the franchise. She says they 
scream, and yell, and brandish umbrellas—which is certainly 
very wrong; and that they are “libelous caricatures of 
effeminate men,”’ which is certainly much to be regretted. 
She points out to them that a vote apiece is no great thing 
after all; for that, as matters now stand, she has forty or fifty 
male voters at her beck and call, ready to do precisely as she 
bids them. 

This statement throws a lurid light on English local politics. 
What are our American bosses compared to this leading lady ? 
What are our shackles compared to this unquestioning sub- 
mission? What are our stupidities compared to the en- 
feebled intellects of those forty or fifty obedient Saxon voters ? 
Miss Corelli’s whole view of the situation is unusual; but then 
one must admit that her experience is unusual, too. ‘‘The 
clever woman,” she says, “‘sits at home, and, like a meadow 
spider, spreads a pretty web of rose and gold, spangled with 
diamond dew. Flies—or men—tumble in by scores, and 
she holds them all prisoners at her pleasure with a silken strand 
as fine as a hair. Nature gave her at birth the ‘right’ to do 
this; and, if she does it well, she will always have her web full.” 

It is very interesting; especially when one remembers that 
the meadow spider eats her flies, and, later on, eats her spider 
husband, too. It sounds like the kind of thing that Madame 
de Pompadour might have thought, but would have been far 
too clever to say.
